The Terminal Disclaimer dated 4/5/01 has not been considered by the Examiner, because the person who signed the T.D. is not an 
attorney of record. 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/5/01 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which 
would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 6,060,677 has been reviewed and is NOT accepted. 

a. The person who signed the terminal disclaimer is not recognized as an officer of the assignee, and he/she has not been 
established as being authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. See MPEP § 324. 

2. An attorney or agent, not of record, is not authorized to sign a terminal disclaimer in the capacity as an attorney or agent 
acting in a representative capacity a s provided by 37 CFR 1.34 (a). See 37 CFR 1.321(b) and/or (c). 

The T.D. is not necessary, however, because the double patenting rejection has been withdrawn due to the continuity of the current 
application with U.S. Patent 6,060,677. The current application is a divisional of U.S. Patent 6,060,677. 

No response by Appellants is necessary.
